that make detection of dangerous 
storms easier than in the past, there is 
no substitute for planning and safety 
preparedness in the face of the 
tomado’s overwhelming power. Time 
is critical when severe storms are 
approaching. Whether at home, school 
or work, knowing where to go in case 
of a tornado may save your life. 

Tornadoes generally develop from 
severe thunderstorms, and are more 
likely to occur when there is 
unseasonably warm and humid air at 
the earth’s surface and cold and dry air 
aloft, and strong upper-level jet seam 
winds, According to the National 
Weather Service, these conditions are 
most likely to occur in the spring, 
although a strong risk continues well 
into summer, 


Since tornadoes develop and move 
rapidly, Michiganians should 
familiarize themselves with the vanious 
severe weather alerts. A tomado watch 
simply means “watch out:” severe 
thunderstorms and tornadoes are 
possible. Residents should gather a 
first-aid kit, flashlight, and portable 
radio, monitor Jocal television and 
radio, and keep an eye to the sky. 

A tomado waming issued for your 
county means that a tornado is 
happening now. Go immediately to 
the basement and take cover under 
something sturdy. If there is no 
basement, a bathroom or closet in the 
lowest, centermost part of the building 
works best. Remember to stay away 
from windows. 

At work or school (if a basement is 


not available), move to an interios 
hallway on the lowest floor possible. 
Avoid rooms with a large, free-span 
roof, like gymnasiums, If caught in a 
car or in the open when a tornado 
threatens, seck shelter in a ditch, ravine 
or other place below ground level and 
stay as low as possible. 

Property owners can also be 
prepared by ensuring that they have 
adequate coverage for their home and 
personal belongings under their 
homeowners insurance policies, 
Tornadoes are considered 
“windstorms” and covered by virtually 
all homeowners policies, according to 
insurance industry representatives on 
the Michigan Commitice for Severe 
Weather Awareness. However, certain 
limits and requirements may apply.

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Minimum wage--to raise or not to raise

An increase in the minimum wage 
would give a raise to an estimated 
397,000 Michigan workers, Outraged 
Michigan businessmen attack the 
legislation as unwarranted, unfair, 
unrealistic and unwelcome. 

“Looking at government giving a 
raise to the least-skilled, least- 
experienced workers, that's a slap in 
the face,” said Charles Owens, state 
director of the National Federation of 
Independent Businesses. “They 
haven't developed skills to warrant a 
higher wage.” 

History has proven the shortcomings 
of the minimum wage, said Joe 
Lehman in Midland. “if itcan improve 
the standard of living, why not make it 
$50 an hour?” 

Polls indicate more than 70 percent 
of Americans favor a minimum-wage 
increase. This has led politicians on 
Capitol Hill to debate a 90-cent jump 
from $4.25 to $5.15 an hour. 

All congressional Democrats 
support this increase, which would be 
the first since April 1991. With backing 
from a handful of Republicans, the bill 
is expected wo pass— if it ever reaches 
a vote. 

Democrats continue to push for a 
vole on the increase, having attached 
their proposal to numerous pieces of 
legislation. So far, House Speaker 
Newt Gingnch and Senate Majonity 
Leader Bob Dole have denied it 
consideration in both houses. 

Sen. Cari Levin, D-Michigan, one 
of the bill's biggest proponents, said 
the legislation is vital because it targets 
the working poor, specifically family 
bread-winners. 

“Somebody who cams minimum 
wage is now making only $8,000 a 
year,” he said. “They have fallen far 
beyond the poverty level. These people 
are working full time Ww support a 
family, Can you do that on $4.25 an 
hour?” 

Although well-intentioned, the 
increase won't work, said Kalmin 
Smith, acting director of the state

“Minimum-wage laws can’t help 
anyone,” he said. “They can be 
destructive.” 

As part of the government’s New 
Deal programs, President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt first introduced the 
minimum wage during the Great 
Depression. 

“Why did they do this in 1935?” 
asked Peter Dorman, a professor of 
labor market theory at Michigan State 
University's James Madison College. 
“They thought there'd be more jobs in 
this country if there was more demand 
for goods and services.” 

“A lot of wages are uicd to the 
minimum wage,” he said. ‘An increase 
will lift up the low end of the labor 
market.” 

People caming above the current 
minumum wage will likcly rise above 
the new minimum, he said. 

As debate heats up, many 
businessmen and economists predict 
doom to the economy and low-wage 
workers, the intended beneficiarics of 
such legislauon. 

Their main points of contention 
involve: 

*Loss of low-wage jobs through 
aulomauon and cost cutling, 

“Business relocation to Mexico for 
cheap labor. And, 

»Inflation, which decreases demand 
for Amencan products. 

With an increase in the minimum 
wage, employees would have to 
produce more to offset increased labor 
costs, said Rob Stcketec, vice president 
of operations at Sticke twce’s Department 
Store. "As ahbeavy user of entry-level 
wage employees, Ue payroll dollar 
would carve out a bigger piece of the 
pie.” 

Barry Cargill, vice president of 
government relauions for the Small 
Business Association of Michigan 
(SBAM) said. “Businesses wall have 
to bring in machines, ask workers to 
do more, or go out of business.” 

**The purpose of business is to make

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profits,” he said, even if that includes 
cutting jobs. 

“ft’s simple economics,” Lehman 
said, “An employer is only going to 
keep a person hired if that person 
produces more value than he pays 
him.” 

One way to boost employee 
productivity is through training, which 
can be a costly investment. 

Factoring in training costs, the wage 
of entry-level employees already 
exceeds their productivity, Owens said, 
“A minimum-wage increase will 
essentially saw off the bottom of the 
ladder and make it more difficult for 
entry-level workers to leam skills.” 

“Is anironic situation,” Smith said. 
“There's a large number of peopie 
carning small amounts of money 
because they are not productive. But 
we have thousands of jobs open at 
high-paying wages.” 

Most businesses pay higher than 
$4.25, said Paul Muller, owner of 
Muller Shoe Store. In fact, Muller 
pays his employees more than the 
proposed minimum of $5.15, 

He doesn't foresee any major cffects 
from an increase inthe minimum wage. 
And, he added, “If somebody wants to 
uy and do business with $4.25-an- 
hour people, they can go ahead and 
ury. But there aren't many people 
willing to work for that.” 

Almost 11.5 million Americans 
currently work for minimum wage, 
according to the U.S. Department of 
Labor. Two-thirds of those workers 
are over 20 years old, while two-fifths 
are sole family bread-winners, 

“As low as the minimum wage is, I 
can't see how anyone wouldn't be 
able w pay that,” said Chuck Hayes, 
business manager for AFL-CIO Local

Rodney Stokes, chief of the 
Department of Natural Resowrce’s real 
estate division, said the state agreed to 
pay for one-sixth of the PPCs in 
exchange for receiving one-sixth of 
the revenue from the oil developments. 

“We did not make this decision in a 
vacuum,” Stokes said. He asserts that 
paying PPCs allowing the state to 
receive more money than it would if it 
just sold the oil without processing it 
to make it usable. 

Stokes said he made it clear to the 
oil and gas companies—that the 
agreement to pay PPCs applied only to 
state leases, but Colbeck said the 
companies used it as justification to 
deduct PPCs from private mineral 
OWNKTS, 

“If they had costs they wanted to 
share they should have put it in the 
lease,” Colbeck said. “All they’re 
doing is playing bully with all the 
small mineral owners.” 

Rep. Bill Bobier, R-Hesperia, senta 
letter to Attorney General Frank J. 
Kelley in February requesting an 
investigation to determine if the oil 
companies are fraudulent in their 
dealings with state and private 
landowners. 

In his letter, Bobier cited several 
concems, including deduction of 
inappropriate PPCs, privale owners 
being charged PPCs in breach of their 
east agreement, and no means tocheck 
the companies for accuracy. 

“With so many wells and so many 
companies and so many variables in 
postproduction costs, it's virtually 
impossible to audit,” he said. 

Kelley responded to Bobicr in an 
Apmil letter, in which he recommended 
that PPC deductions be disallowed 
under future leases. 

“This would not only greatly 
simplify the system but would also 
bring a much-needed consistency to 
the process,” Kelley wrote. “By 
disallowing PPCs, the operator will 


simply factor in all of its costs, and 
market forces will presumably adjust 
lease prices accordingly.” 

Kelley suggested private royalty 
owners with leases silent on the issue 
of PPCs negotiated mutually- 
agreeable arrangement or take their 
dispute to the courts. 

He stressed “owners should not 
believe an operator’s representation 
that PPC deductions must be allowed 
because the State of Michigan has 
agreed to them.” 

Colbeck was disappointed in 
Kelley’s response. “No one wants to 
belly up to the bar and protect the 
people,” he said. “As long as PPCs are 
allowed, the opportunity for corruption 
exists,” 

John Wilson, owner of Western 
Land Services Inc. in Ludington, said 
the current PPC allowances are hard to 
enforce. 

“It’s kind of a mess the way it’s

done now,” he said. “My feeling would 
be to limit PPCs to those to third-party 
transportation companies, which are 
easy to document.” 

He said different oil companies treat 
the PPC issue in different ways, and 
some never change their policies on 
royalty payments to private mineral 
owners. 

Wilson, who has worked with oil 
companics interested in doing business 
in Michigan, said he hopes the state 
tries to deal with future leases right 
away. 

“People become disillusioned with 
the State of Michigan,” he said. “The 
one thing we can’ thandle as an industry 
is uncertainty.” 

Stokes said the state is going to 
audit oil companies it deals with to 
make sure charges for PPCs are 
legitimate. 

“We'll get the money that is coming 
tous,” he said. “I’m confident of that.”

Question: My parents want me ty 
use the crib I had as a child for thei; 
pew grandchild-to-be. Is this a good 


idea? 
Signed: Concerned 
Mother-to-be 

Answer: Definitely not! Even 
though a crib is the safest place for 
your little one to sleep, each year about 
50 babies are killed by these seemingly. 
safe devices. New cribs today meet 
national safety requirements and carry 
a certification seal. Cribs that don’t 
have this seal, even if only a few years 
old, may not be safe. According to the 
Consumers Product Safety 
Commission, a safe crib has: 

‘No missing, loose, broken or 
improperly-installed screws, brackets 
or hardware on the crib or mattress 
support. 


«No more than 2 3/8 inches between 
crib slats (a pop can should not fit 
through very easily) so baby’s head is 
not trapped. 

*A firm, snug-fitting mattress so 
baby can't get caught between the 
mattress and crib. 

«No comer posts over one-sixteenth 
of an inchabove the end panels (uniess 
they are over 16 inches high for a 
canopy). Baby's clothing can catch on 
acamer post and the baby can strangle. 


*No cut out areas on the head or foot 
board so baby’s head cannot get 
uapped. 

*A mattress support that does not 
pull apart from the corner posts so tha! 
baby cannot get trapped between the 
mauress and the crib. 

*No peeling paint to prevent lead 
poisoning and no splinters of rough 
edges. 

If acnb does not mect these safety 
guidelines, it should be thrown out 
and replaced with a safe crib. 


Frequently asked questions about the Internet 


Just what is the Intermet? 

It’s the name given to all the 
computer networks that are linked 
up throughout the whole world. On 
this network are millions of pages 
of information on research, 
education, entertainment, news, 
stock market, weather, government, 
sports, travel and much, much more.

Fishing rights legislation 
passes state senate 


Legislation to protect fishing rights 
in Michigan, introduced by Senator 
George McManus (R-Traverse City) 
and Senator Robert Geake (R- 
Northville), recently passed the Senate. 

Senate Bills 963-966 seek to protect 
the rights of Michigan sport and 
commercial fishermen, the livelihood 
of those who are dependant upon the 
industry and the healthy propagation 
of native Michigan fish from those 
factions who wish to sce fishing in 
Michigan eliminated. 

“More than 2 million Michigan 
residents fish for recreation and an 
additional 334 ,000 out-of-state anglers 
visit Michigan to fisheach ycar. These 
individuals generate over $2 billion in 
direct and indirect revenue for the 
state through sport-fishing,” McManus 
explaincd. “This figure represents 
more than five times the amount of 
revenue generated by deer hunting.” 


Fishermen, through the purchase of 
fishing licenses, provide 
approximately $18 million to the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources to ensure healthy 
populations of all Michigan fish 
species and help to fund other natural 
resources concerns, However, animal 
rights activists have threatened to 
thwart both sport and commercial 
fishing efforts in Michigan by using 
antagonistic and aggressive lactics to 
disrupt normal fishing practices.

The bills will prevent animal rights 
activists and others from blocking, 
impeding, or otherwise harassing 
another person who is engaged in the 
process of lawfully taking fish. 
Individuals will also be enjoined from 
intentionally driving away fish or 
disturbing the waters that are being 
fished. There are additional clements 
of the bill which prevent the 
construction of barriers to impede 
access to public waters or other similar 
activities intended to prevent the lawful 
taking of fish. 

“There are some animal activists 
which have likened fishing to slavery. 
Their rationale is ludicrous and their 
threaicned behavior is unacceptable. 
Fishing is a widely popular sport and 
itis a valuable commercial enterprise 
which generates millions of dollars 
for businesses and individuals in our 
state,” McManus said. “Jt is 
unfortunate that a few misguided 
individuals would ty w disrupt or 
attempt to eliminate an activity which 
provides entertainment, employment 
and a food source to thousands of 
Michigan residents,” 

The bills were sent to the House of 


Representatives for their 
consideration. 
“Tam pleased so many of my Senate 


colleagues saw the benefits of this 
legislation and hope these bills will 
receive favorable treatment in the 
House as well,” McManus concluded.
